This fea- 
uro makes tho razor peculiarly suit, 
able for insane asylums, Jails, peniten- 
larlea, death colls and suicide wards, 
in fact, the razor was first designed 
vlth this in mind. However, tho lock- 
ng device will commend Itself to all 
meticulously 
inclined 
about 
their 


oilet 
equipment. 
Traveling 
men 


jentlemen with none too trustworthy 
'alets and others will be Intrigued, no 
doubt, by this locked razor, which 
can be so adjusted that it cannot be 
jsed except by the one who has the 
tey. 


In certain sanitariums, insane ,asy- 


ums and penal institutions razors 
are not allowed the inmates for the 
moat understandable reason. This de- 
privation often worka a hardship even 
vhere barber shops arr maintained. 
'.t locked razors could fee furnished 
mtlents and inmates <i daily shave 
could be indulged in 
with 
perfect 


safety and, with many, this would be 
conducive to a happy frame of mind 
not to mention the first factor of more 
attractive personal appearance. 


A special feature of the blades of 
the razor is the perforations, which 
make It, impossible for any one with 
suicidal 'intent to break the razor and 
secure the blade.

the men who went to the rescue of 
Europe when their own liberty and 
lives of the world wan In peril, but 
who, after victory was secured, retir- 
ed from the field "unencumbered by 
spoils, Independent, unattached and 
unibought." 


President Coolldge's address, his 


first formal public utterance was de- 
voted to praise of the qualities which 
have made the Red Cross a success. 
Chief among these, he said, was Its 
practical idealism. 
"The American Red Cross is a 


modern application of an ancient 
principle," the President said. "The 
idea of charity Is very old. It Is ln<- 
eluded in the teachings of the earliest 
philosophers. 
It is one of the fun- 


damental doctrines of our Bible. 
It 


is a spiritual conception of human re- 
lationship. 
It is life in obedience to 


the things that are unseen. 
"Throughout history men have been 


prone to put their trust in other 
things and have fahud. 
They have 


sought for power through material 
resources alone. 
They have thought 


it might be gained by tfie accurnala- 
tlon of great riches. 
They have at- 


temped to rely upon the naked force 
of armies and navies, conquering by 
the might of the sword 
But these 


forces are not the ultimate rulers of 
mankind. 
They are necessary for 


surety the criminal courts and bolts 
and,bars are necessary. They are ad- 
juncts of peace 
But they are nega- 


tive forces. They do /not create, they 
resist. 
They are not the ultimate 


force m the world. They do not make 
the final determinations among men. 
Over them all Is a higher power. 


"Mankind has not yet, cannot yet 
discard the use of these-forces. It is 
significant, however, that""the great 
nations have at last agreed upon their 
limitation. But it is even more signi- 
ficant that civilization is coming to 
rely more and 
more upon 
moral 


force. 
It is here the American Red 
Cross has been a practical application 
of that principle, that it has been such 
a tremendous success. 
It makes its 


appeal for support direct to conscience 
of mankind. 
It does not attempt to 


function through direct action of or- 
ganized government. It does not have 
in it any element of compulsion. It is 
the voluntary offering of the people 
themselves. 
"Whenever and wherever 
an emergency has resulted in human 
suffering, the strength of its ability 
administers whatever may be neces- 
sary for temporary relief. 
"It is in this direction that there lies 
the hope of progress 
The ancient 
ideals of human brotherhood of ser_ 
vice, the application of the 
golden 


rule, peace on earth, and good will to- 
wards men, are idle dreams, unless 
they can be translated into practical 
action. It is necessary, on the 
one 
hand, to avoid the illusions of the vis- 
ionaries, and on the other hand, the 
indifference of the selfish. Each in- 
dividual and each nation owe their 
first duty to themselves. Beyond that 
there is the obligation of the strong 
to serve the weak, but to administer 
such service in a way, that will not 
destroy or degrade b> making medi- 
cants but will restore and strengthen 
bv making character. It is the policy 
•vThich helps in an emergency but rea- 
lizes that finally, each individual of 


• the nation must work out their own 


destiny. 


"The constant need of civilization la 


for a practical idealism of this kind. 
It does not attempt to perform the im- 
possibletlt does not seek to reform 
merely by'an act of legislation, think- 
ing it" can unload its burden on the 


j government and be relieved from fur_ 
ther effort. It does not undertake to 
assume responsibility for all human- 
itv. But It realizes that redemption 
comes only through sacrifice When a 
crisis arises, it does not hesitate to 
go out and make whatever sacrifice 
Us necessary to meet th«» occasion. 


"It is this kind of practical idealism 
that is represented in the history of 
our country. a deep faith in spiritual 
things, tempered fay a hard common 
sense, adapted to the needs of this 
world. It has been illustrated in the 
character of the men who planted col- 
onies in the wilderness and raised up 
great states around the church and 
schoolhouse. who bought their inde- 
pendence with their blood and cast 
out slavery by the sacrifice of their 
bravest sons, who offered their lives 
to give more freedom to oppressed 
people; and who went to the .rescue 
of Europe u ith 
their 
treause and 
their men when their own liberty and 
the liberty of the world was in peril: 
but whenfhe victory was secure, retlr_ 
de from the field unencumbered by 
spoils, independent, unattached 
and 


unbought, *=til continuing to contrib- 
ute lavishly to the relief of the ^trick- 
en and destitute of the old world: and 
who. but recently, being asked for five 
million 
dollars, 
immediately gave 


about twice that amount for the af- 
flicted people of .Tapai. Such has been 
the moral purpose that has 
marKed 
th» conduct of our country up to the 
present hour. 


"The 
American people have never 


adopted and are not likely to adopt 
any other course. 
"A contemplation of these prin- 


ciples and the works which they have 
wrought, both in our country and 
among the other nations, for this 
spirit is world-wide, is helpful and 
reassuring. Thej are among the con- 
victmc evidences that justify our faith 
in mankind. They reveal the funda- 
mental strength of civilization. They 
demonstrate the supremacy of the 
spiritual life. 


"Here we behold the race strug- 


clinc: up through Barbarism, overcom- 
ing ignorance, and Instituting govern- 
ment, painfully working out their own 
destiny under free institutions, ac- 
knowledging and acceDtln* the trut! 
"f r<»iJcaon. gradually casting 
sp]fi«hne«!S. endowing the great chari- 


•nhich heal the Jwidy. inform tli" 


and minister to the soui. making 
t-y hand unending sacrifices that 


lh" truth may be supreme. Such is 
1h<- strength of the influence of 
this organization is one of the rcpre- 
*entaiives. It is JnconcoivaWc that It 
should have conic thus far only lo re- 
tre-nt. that 11 could have succeeded up 
to ihe present lime only to fall. 
"These are the encouraging, the 


hopeful things of the world. "While it 
i<j necessary to admit that proints* 
has been slow, that th^re hav been 
-*n<3 undoubtedly •nil] be many dis- 
heartening failures. I believe the con- 
clusion to too inescapable lhat ther« 
J« "very warrant for confidence. The 
•encouraging feature of these resul's 
he in the fact that they come from 
Ihe voluntary actions of the people, 
They are not mandate from priv31»«e, 
they arc not 3mp<v«siWe from with- 
out, they arise from within, they dis- 
<-]we the conquering, the victorious 
struggle of a higher nature. Th«y do 
not represent a 3a.w of man, they re- 
veal a law of God. 


"It is for these reasons that I take 
a large satisfaction in extending a 
welcome to this convention, and act- 
ing as its presiding officer. 1 respect 
1t for what it has done and what it 
3s. I am mindful of its purpose and 
its origin. This organization had its 
beginning 3n the day of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
It Is representative of the 


It partakes of 


j his spirit. 
It shows the way to » 


larger freedom.

WATSON STREET BADLY 


DAMAGED BY WATER 


The torrential downpour of rain 


which struck Danville between mid- 
night and one o'clock Saturday night, 
caused a serious cave-In on Watson 
street, practically wiped out the re- 
pair work at the junction of Marshall 
street and Watson as well as other 
minor damage from flood In different 
parts of the city. 
The city's sower 


system was Incapable in many in- 
stances of carrying off the surplus 
water and basements were flooded. 
Collection of water at a culvert in the 
rear of the Auto Specialty Company's 
plant on Union street resulted in the 
water invading the premises rising 
three inches on the first floor and de- 
positing a coating of mud over the 
premises. 
The washout on Watson street was 


the most serious damage done. One 
half of the street on the fill where 
both slopes meet literally subsided 
and was washed away into the ravine 
which the fill spans making a hole 
large enough to place a street car. 
It exposed gas and water piper recent- 
ly laid and It is feared that the sewer 
main has been broken. In order to 
prevent the gas mam from breaking 
entirely a force of city workmen went 
to work early Sunday morning prop« 
ping up the exposed pipe and making 
the gas main which was dangerously 
bent, safe. City officials and members 
of the Council were amomg the many 
people who went to cave-In Sunday 
and it was decided to hold a meeting 
of the public works committee at two 
o'clock this afternoon for the purpose 
of seeing what could be done towards 
paving the street. 


The damage done both at Marshall 
street and in the hollow had been pre- 
dicted by the city engineer, R K Li*i- 
ville who ha srecommended several 
times that the street be paved. 
It 
has been- Impressed on the council 
several times that heavy rains would 
cause damage because of the increas- 
ed flowing down both sides of Wat- 
son street but lack of funds at this 
time has prevented permanent rem- 
edial measure. 
Examination of the 
cave-ki yesterday 
revealed that it 


would cost at least $1.000 to put the 
street back in the same shape as It 
was 
It Is feared that a cavity has 


been gouged out under the entire 
length of the fill where a'branch flows 
through a pipe and that for automo- 
biles the street is dangerous 
For 


that r«aion It has been roped oft. It 
will bo necessary to tear away the 
fill In order to determine of the sewer 
main has been disrupted or pushed 
out of place, as it as p:e»ent feared. 
Cll^ Engineer Linyille expecting 


that damage would be "done by the ex- 
ceedingly heavy rain, went out In hl» 
car shortly after midnight. 
Watson 
street, ho reported today, was a lake 
with the water standing as high as 
the curb. At the end of the street a 
torrent of water, the drainage from 
Marshall street and Virginia avenue, 
was sweeping down Watson street to 
the lower culvert where it was bank- 
Ing up. At that hour the cave-in had 
not taken place but the land probably 
subsided about half past one o'clock. 
In some quarters the view prevailed 
that even though Watson street had 
paved the earth would have been 
corroded and there would have been 
a cave-in In view of the unusually 
heavy rainfall. 
The public works committee will 


be faced this afternoon with the ques- 
tion of whether it is wise to proceed 
at once with th« paving of Watson 
street. Should this decision be reach- 
ed it would be for the finance com- 
mittee to provide the money. 
Esti- 
mate on record for the improvement 
total $22,000. This would provide a 
hard surface and a curb. 
It would 


not embrace the cost of pouring two 
concaete retaining walls on either side 
of the fill to hold it in place and 
which some believe will be necessary 
before the fill is safe. 
The council 
cannot issue bonds for $10,000 coun- 
cil bonds have already been Issued 
for street improvements and this is 
the maximum permitted under the- 
charter. 
The contingent fund pro- 


vided in the budget consists today of 
about $22,000 or just the sum needed 
for the improvement but whether the 
finance committee would deem It pruj: 
dent to wipe out this emergency fund 
by investing in Watson street Is prob- 
lematical.

on a farm In northern Indiana. 
The two children dra<nk nearly a 


quart of milk daily, and a marked 
gain in their weight and general 
health was the result. 


The farmer's wile said her children 


seldom drank milk, preferring tea and 
coffee. 
They were not well develop- 


ed or markedly undernourished, but 
about a low medium. 


Children up to 16 or 17 need a 


pint of milk daily, a quart if they 
can get it. 
Adults above 35 do not; 


other foods will supply their needs. 


If to do, were as easy as to know 


what to do, the milk question would 
be easy of solution. To buy milk at 
15 cents a quart, on present salaries, 
is the real problem. 


As a building food, however, milk 


is the most valuable or our supply 
sources. 
In 100 parts It contains 19 


per cent, of protein, 29 per cent, car- 
bohydrates, 
52 per cent, fat, and 


numerous other blood-building ele- 
ments. 
It 
contains more 
protein 


value than bread, and mor« fat value 
than most meats. 
It is also rich in 


carbohydrates 
(starch and sugar), 


which the body requires, and it con- 
tains lime for bone building and val- 
uable mineral element!. 


You must guard against bacteria 


in milk. For various reasons, prin- 
cipally uncleanliness, milk is subject 
to more germs and bacteria than al- 
most any other food. If you cannot 
get pasteurized milk, try home pas- 
teurization. Place the milk in a bot- 
tle in a pan of water and heat to al- 
most the balling point, to be exact. 160 
degrees Fahrenheit. B« sure to have 
the water in the pan at the same 
height as the milk in the bottle. This 
kills all disease-producing bacteria. 
Do not keep the milk thu» treated 
more than from 24 to 86 hours, as 
pasteurized milk i« not sterile. 


Milk should cot be taken between 
meals. 
It is highly nutritive and 


may induce overweight if »o taken. 
Those who are underweight can, of 
course, supplement nutrition at~meals 
by using milk as a beverage bet-ween 
meals.

Smith in the White House with a 
whoop M a token of widespready re- 
pudiation of the Volstead Law. 
The 
revolution was to start with other 
states following the example of New 
York In repealing ftate enforcement 
legislation. The wets are now won- 
dering when the "revolutlng" is to be- 
gin. There is no sign of it yet. At- 
tempts were made In the Illinois, Wis- 
consin and other legislatures to re- 
peal state enforcement acts but met 
with complete failure. The southern 
Democrats refused to be lured to the 
Smith standard by his application of 
their traditional states right doctrine 
to the liq«or Question. 


AH a net political result of hla ac- 
tion the governor has a first lien on 
the New York .delegation to the Dem- 
ocratic national convention which a 
veto of the repealer might have cost 
him. and the friendly sympathy of 
Democratic organization in Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
Illinois 
That will not win Smith the 
Democratic nomination for president 
and this fact is now generally recog- 
nized hereabouts. He might be nomi- 
nated fbr vice president, leading- Dem- 
ocrats opine, with a view to carrying 
New York and other neighboring wet 
states, where he is popular. 
"When 


George Brennan, the Illinois Demo- 
cratic leader was here last week con- 


ferring with the governor and Boss 
Murphy of Tammany Hall rumors 
wore afloat of schemes to put over a 
ticket composed of Senator Oscar W. 
Underwood. Alabama, for President 
and Al Smith for vice president 
In- 


asmuch 
as Senator 
Underwood Is 
classed as a wet that combination 
would be more humid than necessary 
or advisable and consequently it is 
deemed more likely that if Smith 
should be given second place on the 
ticket it would be as running mate 
to a western dry. Some Democrats 
think that a ticket composed of Mc- 
Adoo and Smith, or Ralston of In- 
dlna and Smith, would be ideal, catch- 
ing the voters going and coming, in- 
asmuch as McAdoo and Ralston are 
classed as drys 
It may be stated 
parenthetically, however, that neither 
Mr. Brennan nor Mr Murphy has sug- 
gested this combination. They are 
enamored of neither McAdoo 
nor 
Ralsion. Mr Brennan looks forward 
to casting the vote of Illinois for 
either Representative Rainey or John 
Barton Payne, while Mr. Murphy ex- 
pects to cast the vote of "Row York 
for Governor Smith until other ar- 
rangements are arrived at.
